Ae you can tee, all the elements are present for a dr-anatic piece of' writing, and 
indeed, The Mnij-ai Storm is nothing if not dramatic. There are a few moments when 
the author engages in platitudinous writing, but not enough to turn the reader away 
from the inherent drama*
